RED TARGET: PHILIPPINES 

MANILA, THE PHILIP¬ 
PINES: — The Communists 
have set a target date for the 
take-over of the Philippines. 

~They~ hopo to taka strate¬ 

gic‘islands in the year 1961. 
They are confident they will. 
In a secret document obtained 
through sources I cannot dis¬ 
close, the powerful Red con¬ 
spiratorial apparatus in the 
Philippines has advised its 
agents and its fellow travelers 
that the “nationalistic” revolu¬ 
tion should be ready for 
launching sometime this year. 

“The year 1961,” the docu¬ 
ment says, “will likely be the 
year when the clash will occur 
between the nationalists and 
the imperialist Americans, 
clergy and Filipino anti-Filipin¬ 
os. The triumph of nationalism 
will be based on the develop¬ 
ment of its sound unity. And 
the triumph of nationalistic 
masses will be on the unity of 
strength of workers who are 
independent but of the same 
blood as the whole strength of 
the nationalists.” 

Controlling Nationalism 

This clear statement of pur¬ 
pose in the secret document 
follows 80 pages of Commu¬ 
nist propaganda and revolution 
instructions. The document is 
entitled, U A Call to Unity for 
Independence , Prosperity, and 
Peace ” The “unity” it speaks 
of is the organization of all the 
“natipnalist” elements, with 
farm workers and industrial 
workers predominating, into a 
revolutionary force led by Mos¬ 
cow trained Filipinos. 


“It is the conviction of the 
revolutionaries,” the Red 
leaders tell their workers in 
this secret document, “that 
sooner or later, a great number 
of the reformists (luke-warm 
nationalists) and chauvinists 
(the Philippines for Filipinos 
group) would realize that only 
by means of revolution, either 
peaceful or violent, can the suf¬ 
fering of the nation be alleviat¬ 
ed and that they will be forced 
to accept the wisdom of the 
basic ideal (Communism) and 
concepts of the nationalistic re¬ 
volutionaries (Communist 
leaders.)” 

“Hate America!” 

The straw man they are us¬ 
ing to whip up support among 
the rank and file uninformed 
Filipinos is the United States 
— and this is the propaganda 
bugaboo wherever the Commu¬ 
nists are at work throughout 
the world, * With their wide¬ 
spread and effective propagan¬ 
da apparatus they are drum¬ 
ming into the minds of the 
people a picture of a greedy, 
mercenary, capitalistic Uncle 
Sam exploiting the Filipino 
workers, farmers, middle class 
and professions. In propaganda 
and in their extensive 
fluential political a ALL INF 
they are pushing the mHERElN 
to nationalize the indur, k m E n 9 
the islands. About 80 venv 
of these industries are largely 
American owned, and they 
have provided the economic 
growth that has gradually pull¬ 
ed the living standard up from 
sheer poverty and starvation. 

Sheer Propaganda 

“The truth is,” says the sec¬ 
ret blueprint for conquest, “im¬ 
perialist America wants only 
to show to the Filipinos 
through her various programs, 
whether it is through her ‘la¬ 
bor attache* or through the la¬ 
bor center created by the ICA 
and the various schooling ac¬ 
corded the many labor leaders, 
that there is no difference be¬ 
tween American and Filipino 
capitalism. The Americans 


want to make the leaders and 
the workers believe that driv¬ 
ing away American capital and 
only replacing it with Filipino 
capital (through the govern¬ 
ment) who might turn out to 
be monopolists would not do 
Filipino workers any good. This 
will only result in disunity 
among Filipino workers, and it 
will require Filipinos to fight 
imperialist sovereignty and the 
maintenance o f imperialist 
domination and exploitation.” 

We in America know this to 
be false reasoning. But how 
many of the less educated Fili¬ 
pinos do, when this argument 
is boiled down to simple propa- 
„ ganda terms 2LNok many* ... 

Here, in this propaganda, 
psychological and political 
area, the Communists are win¬ 
ning their Cold War for the 
conquest of the world. They are 
no smarter than Americans. 
But they are more dedicated. 
They have a blueprint. It is 
their “cause.”

Americans, who 
established most of the produc¬ 
tion facilities of the Philippines 
and whose investments have 
lifted the country a substantial 
degree out of its onetime ab¬ 
ject poverty, are labeled “for¬ 
eigners” and “capitalists” ex¬ 
ploiting the resources and the 
people of the islands for purely 
mercenary purposes. 

It is important for all 
Americans to know just what 
kind of enemy confronts us 
world-wide, and how he is out¬ 
smarting us at every turn. 
Thus some excerpts from this

Through channels of 
contacts which cannot be re¬ 
vealed, I have secured a copy 
of a highly secret Communist 
document containing the basic 
strategy for eventual conquest 
of the Philippines without a 
Russian or Chinese soldier be¬ 
ing in action. 

The Reds propose to con¬ 
quer the Philippines by agitat¬ 
ing for “Nationalism” and 
gaining control of the move¬ 
ment as it moves toward de¬ 
cisive power. The Communist 
document I obtained is more 
than 90 pages long. It is en¬ 
titled “A Call to Unity for In¬ 
dependence, Prosperity, and 
Peace” From it, all the thou¬ 
sands of Communist agents, 
working in the press, the gov¬ 
ernment, the schools and col¬ 
leges, the labor unions, in pro¬ 
fessional and religious groups, 
and elsewhere, must take their 
cues for propaganda and ac¬ 
tion. 

Guide For Action 

The document is very much 
like a textbook for Communist 
revolutionaries. It sets forth 
voluminous arguments for all 
the points considered pertinent 
for propaganda, agitation, in¬ 
fluencing the thoughts of the

of Filipinos by aliens has not 
stopped in spite of the grant 
of independence. Seventy per 
cent of the domestic trade, 80 
per cent of the foreign trade 
and 75 per cent of the man¬ 
ufacturing industries are held 
by aliens. The wealth exploited 
from the sweat of the Filipinos 
totaled over P2 billion a year, 
equivalent to the income of 
ten million Filipinos. Each 
foreign capitalist in the Philip¬ 
pines makes about P100,000 
($33,000) a year, while each 
Filipino receives only P220 
($66.00) annually.” 

Red Demagogues 

This is the line the Commu¬ 
nist publication feeds to the 
farm and industry workers: 
“The life of the Filipino work¬ 
er confirms the sayings that, 
‘We did the planting, milling 
and cooking, while the foreig¬ 
ners and their stooges fattened 
themselves eating the food. The 
Filipinos are hungry slaves in 
their own country which is de¬ 
scribed as free!’ 

“It is naturally unbearable 
for the exploiting aliens to see 
the exploited people become 
free and prosperous. How many 
revolts staged by the Filipinos 
were cruelly suppressed by the 
Spanish friars before victory 
was achieved in 1896? How 
much force and deception were 
used by the imperialistic 
Americans to wrest away the 


freedom of the Filipinos for 
which they invested their blood 
and their lives?” 

This is precisely the same 
hue and cry used by Castro in 
Cuba, still being used by Castro 
and his Moscow agents. The 
objective for accomplishment 
is a state of mind among the 
Filipinos that will permit the 
Communist activist groups to 
succeed in their agitation for 
socialist government measures, 
nationalizing o f industries, 
“Philippines for the Filipinos,” 
agrarian reform and all the 
other pacemakers for Commu¬ 
nist take-over.

“The imperialistic Ameri¬ 
cans,” the document says, 
“took advantage of the weak 
and hard-pressed condition of 
the Philippines, the hospitable 
attitude of the Filipinos toward 
the American soldier, the pres¬ 
tige of the late President 
Roosevelt, and the gratitude of 
the Filipinos for driving out 
the Japanese, in order to force 
the acceptance of the ‘agree¬ 
ments’ that would preserve 
their dominance of the Ameri¬ 
cans in the Philippines, such 
as the agreements on the mili¬ 
tary bases, JUSMAG, Bell Act, 
Parity, etc ...” 

In this, of course, they are 
fomenting agitation for neu¬ 
tralizing the American bases 
so important to the free world’s 
protection against an all-out 
Soviet attack. Will our Ameri¬ 
can leadership devise a plan to 
halt the Communist advance? 
It can be done. Citizens should 
write their representatives urg¬ 
ing intelligent action on a 
world-wide scale to wreck the 
Communist blueprint for con¬ 
quest.

out that of a population in the neighborhood of 28,000,000, the Philippine 
labor force constituted 9,800,000. Of this group industrial, workers number 
over 3,000,000 and earn an average of £5*25 a day. Agricultural workers 
number 5,500,000 and earn under £2.00 a day C$1.00 - £3.00). There are 
800,000 unemployed with an additional 300,000 coming on the labor market 
to be absorbed each year. Although there is a growing class consciousness, 
labor in general has not identified itself with any special ideology. The 
Politburo of the Communist Party of the Philippines in 1950 laid plans to 
seize power in 1952 , anticipating substantial support, by labor, which com* 
pletely failed to materialize and only a few labor cadres joined in the 
armed struggle. 

The Congress of Labor Organizations organized under communist 
domination, and outlawed in 1950 as a Communist Front by the Philippine 
Government, consisted of 20 national federations of labor organizations 
with some having international affiliation. A number of the communist 
leaders carried on in various capacities finding positions of influence 
in some, of t he member federatio ns. The most important of these at the.

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The defeat of tbA Nacionalista Party in the November, 
1961, elections has been another blow to the decreasing 
strength of the Communist Party of the Philippines (CCP); The 
emphasis on the legal struggle has also decreased ihe emphasis 
on bhg overt branch of the CPP, Jcnown as the people’s Liberation 
Army iHukbong Mapagpalayang Bayan) (HMB) whose militancy has 
decreased with its strength. Including sympathizers it was 
estimated to number 150,000 in 1950. By 1958 the HMB was 
credited with only 600 members and 10,000 sympathizers, while 
the over-all strength of the CPP including the HMB was estimated 
at 1,000 to 3,000. The latest estimate of the Philippine 
Constabulary (PC) as of July 1, 1961, gives the HMB a total of 
258, of which probably active hard core members number less than 
50, but some 8,000 sympathizers. In the greater metropolitan 
Manila area the PC estimate that the CPP has 997 sympathizers 
and about 130 active members. The classification of HMB sympa¬ 
thizers is somewhat deceptive because many contribute food and 
supplies through fear of reprisal. At the same time, because 
of the deep cover under which many CPP members operate, the 
elusive nature of the HMB elements and the unsophisticated in¬ 
telligence collection of the Philippine services, a truly 
accurate assessment of Communist strength is difficult. 


Identities of Leaders 

1 Because the CPP is Illegal its organization and 
command structure is not clearcut and well defined. The 
National Congress was the highest authority of the CPP but it 
has not met since .1946, and recent reports indicate that the 
Central Committee is the organ that now has the principal 
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decision and policy-making powers while below it in supervisory 
capacity comes the Politburo. JESUS^liAVA has been secretary- 
general of the CPP, and has headed the Politburo, but his 
whereabouts is unknown, although he is not believed to be in 
the Philippines. 


Various other well defined departments also made up 
an organization that could be reflected in charts and lines of 
authority.

Objectives and Effectiveness 

The main objectives of the CPP are the separation of 
the Philippines from the alliance with the United States, 
erosion of the American position with expulsion of American 
military, political and economic power and influence. With this 
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goes the neutralization of the Philippines, leading to the 
eventual takeover of its government. 

The immediate objective calls for penetration of all 
kinds of nationalist organizations, particularly student and 
youth, intellectual, labor and peasant groups. 

[ ^ The CPP has been most successful in its penetration 

of labor. Many of the most prominent labor leaders arc con¬ 
sidered to be Communists or sympathizers and almost every major 
labor federation has been infiltrated to some degree.

'h* f V / ' ' iS> ‘ ^ In.ffie political field the CPP in 1959 successfully 

launched th^National Progress Movement which was a large scale 
front organization. This was ah attempt to exploit and mold 
the spirit of -Filipino nationalism into an anti-American, pro- 
Soviet or neutralist climate of opinion. The front collapsed 
in mid 1960 when branded as pro-Communist, and the present ad¬ 
ministration has rejected the Filipino first concept. The 
^Nationalist Citizens Party, behind the ultra-nationalist 
Senator Claro M.rBecto, also was CPP-inftitrated, but lost 
heavily with the^tjeath of Recto./) 

The activities of the CPP in the student field have 
. been impeded by the proliferation of many and rival groups as 
well as the exposure of leftist and professional student 
leadership. Travel opportunities at the expense of iron 
curtain countries have also been curtailed because of government 
refusal to issue passports. 

The intellectual group appears to afford the greatest 
chance of progress for 1 the CPP. Concentration on the urban 
intelligentsia is providing a considerable source of able 
membership represented in the press and university groups 
which extend their influence far beyond the numbers they repre¬ 
sent.

,'p. The Communist leadership have expressed the belief 

that the pro-Communist left suffered a major setback with the 
defeat of President Carlos^parcia, for they have been cut off 
from access to national power since the Liberal Party is now in 
the ascendancy. The CPP must therefore seek new channels through 
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which to advance the cause of "nationalism." 

The first flush of victory has now worn off the 
Liberal Party, however, and the Nacionalistas are reorganizing 
and mending their fences. A considerable portion of the pro¬ 
gram of President Macapagal has not been passed, while decontrol 
of the peso is leading to higher prices in many basic food¬ 
stuffs. Also there are Indications that the President is 
initiating a program against the Lopez interests and the Sugar 
Block which undoubtedly will be met with all opposition possible. 
Since the Manila Chronicle, with its policy of neutralism and 
support of Communist causes, is owned by the Lopez family, it 
will not be surprising to see a considerable tide of criticism 
against the liberals, bringing with it a more favorable oppor¬ 
tunity for the enhancement of communism in the Philippines.
